Captain Claude Smith tells me that the 
| Richmond National Institute for the Blind 
hopes to make a big success of the concert 
which is being held to-night in the Dublin 
Mansion House. A very interesting and 
varied programme has been arranged, and 
it is hoped that there will be a very large 
attendance. This institution, which was 
established over 120 years ago, helps the 
blind of all ereeds and classes to learn 
technical trades, such as basket, brush, 
and mattress-making, so that they may be 
able to earn their own: living in competi- 
tion with those who are in full enjoyment 
of their sight. . Anybody who read Dr. 
Moorhead’s moving appeal at the Rotary 
Club on Monday must realise the value 
of the work that is being done by this and 
kindred institutions in this countrv: and 
it is the duty of the ordinary citizen to do 
everything in his power to encourage blind 
persons to overcome at least some of the 
terrible handicap of their affliction. Some 
of the work that is being done by blind

BURIAL ON LAMBAY ISLAND. 


On Lambay. his lonely island home. off 
the coast of County Dublin, the third Lord 
Revelstoke was buried yesterday, with 


the members of his family and his servants | 


present at the graveside. 


Escorted by his heirs. Lord Revelstoke’s | 


body arrived at Dun Laoghaire yesterday 
morning from London, where he died last 
Friday. It was then taken by 
Howth and placed on board his vacht, Sham 
rock, with nearly one hundred wreaths piled 
along the deck, for its journey across the

THE PLANETS. 


Mas is an evening star in the 
middle of the month, being at his 
greatest Eastern elongation on the 18th. 
He will be near the young Moon on the 
15th, on which day he will also be near 
Mars. The Moon will be 33 hours’ old at 
the time, and will be a very fine crescent. 
The combination of the two planets and 
the crescent Moon will make a very beaut!- 
ful spectacle, which should be sought tor 
as soon after sunset as possible. A pair of 
binoculars will help to locate them. Mars 
is much the faintest of the three, and may 
be invisible to the. naked eye in the 
twilight. 

Venus, in Inferior Conjunction on the 
5th, has left the evening sky till near the 
end of the year, when she will again take 
her place as a splendid evening object. 
She may still be followed with an 


equatorially-mounted telescope in daylight, 
and will be a brilliant object in the 
varly morning skies all through the coming 
Spring. Even in Infvrior Conjunction she 
can still be picked up in a suitably- 
mounted instrument; for she will be 6° 
above the Sun at her nearest approach, 
and quite recognisable as a crescent. The 
occasional visibility of the dark limb ol 
the planet may be looked for on such an 
occasion as this. Mars, except as 
mentioned above, is not likely to be 
visible 

Jupiter rises soon after 11 p.m. at the 
beginning of the month, and not long after 
9 p.m. at the end. He is, therefore, well 
within the reach of the average amateur 
observer. He is at a stationary point on 


star Spica in Virgo, and about 3° distant 
therefrom. He moves slowly away West- 
wards towards the end of the month The 
shadow of his Ist satellite may be seen on 
the planet soon after 11 p.m. on the nights 
of the 10th and 17th. and that of the órd 
on the night of the 25th.

There will, of 
course, be two Full Moons in March, as 
there were also in December of last year. 
There will be a Total Eclipse of the Sun 
on the 13th-14th. The track of totality 
begins in the China Sea, and crosses the 
islands of Borneo, Celebes and Gilolo, 
after which it strikes across the Pacific, 
meeting no more land except two or three 
small oceanic islands, till it ends off the 
coast of British Columbia. As its cotirse 
takes it across the 180th meridian, it is 
divided between two days in the Calendar. 
The partial phase of the eclipse will be 
visible from the whole of the Fast Indian 
Archipelago, the greater part of Australia. 
Malaya, China, Manchuria, North-East 
Siberia and Alaska. 

There will be an occultation of the 
bright star Antares on the 8th, visible in 
‘the Southern Hemisphere only, and the 
Moon will pass through the Pleiades on 
the 21st, but will have set before reaching 
the cluster, in this country. She will be 
in conjunction with Jupiter on the 5th, 
with Mars and Mercury on the 15th. 


THE SUN. 

Just before the middle of February the 
Equation of Time reaches its maximuin 
positive value of 14min, 22sec. In the 
early davs of November it was at its maxi- 
mum negative value of 16 min. 22 sec. In 
the interval, therefore,’ it has increased 
by 30 min. 44 sec., this great change being 
the result of the accelerated velocity of 
the Earth in its orbit, when in Perihelion, 
or at its nearest to the Sun. This is 
really equivalent to a ‘‘ Daylight-saving 
scheme on the part of Nature, the half 
hour being taken off the mornings and 
transferred to the evenings. We feel it 
most at, and just after, mid-winter, when 
have the “dark. days before 
(‘hristmas,’’ and have to wait so long be.

CALENDAR MATTERS. 


Several of the daily papers made quite 
a stir about the falling of Christmas Day, 
1933, and New Year’s Day, 1934, on Mon- 
day, and the Epiphany on a Saturday. One 
Dublin paper even informed its readers 
that the combination could only happen 
cnce in 400 years. As a matter of fact, it 
occurred before in 1922, and will occur 
again in 1944, 1950 and 1961.. The date of 
Christmas Day, like every other day of 
every other month in the year, goes 
forward one week-day every ordinary year, 
and two days in Leap Year. Beginning 
with this simple fact, it is easy for anyone 
of average intelligence to work back or 
forwards for any number of years—not, of 
course, forgetting Leap Years, and also 
that the century years are not Leap Years 
unless they are multiples of 400. 1900, 
therefore, was not a Leap Year, but, 2000 
will be. The numbers 6, 5, 6, 11 express 
the number of years between the dates 
when Christmas falls on any given day of 
the week. The 11, of course, is when a 
Leap Year happens to cut out one such 
date. 
at the end of a century, the figure 6 will 
be repeated three times. The other dates, 
New Year's Day on Monday, and Epiphany 
on Saturday, of course, follow automati- 
cally from Christmas on Monday. 

In the Tables in the Book of Common 
Prayer the “ Sunday Letter ’’ is the letter 
indicating the day of the week on which 
New Year Day falls. The letters run from 
A to G, but backwards—i.e.; A is for 
Sunday, B for Saturday, C for Friday, ete. 
Knowing the Sunday letter, we can fix the 
day of the week corresponding to any day 
of any month in the ensuing year. The

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ANNUAL GENERAL 
MEETING. 
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Kenne! Club was held last night in the 

Central Hotel, Dublin, Mr. Justice 
tlanna, chairman, presided, and there was a 
large attendance. 

Mr. R. G. Quirk, secretary, in his report 
stated that last year he had to report a loss 
of £110 9s. 7d., while this year the profit 
amounted to £111, thus leaving their financial] 
position at the moment slightly over £200 
better than it was this time last year, 

As from January Ist, 1933, in accordance 
with the recommendation of the Economy 
Committee, fees for registration were increased 
from 2s. 6d, to 3s. per dog, and the main- 
tenance fees of prefixes snd affixes were in 
creased from 5s. to 7s. 6d. Unfortunately 
during the year there were 137 fewer dogs 
registered than in 1952, but owing to the in- 
creased registration fees, the fees for regis 
tratiens improved from £180 16s. to £196 8s. 

Transfer fees had shown a steady decline 
since 1929. That year transfer fees amounted 
to £57 15s., as compared with £36 7s. 6d. for 
1935. The decline in transfer fees probably 
indicated a decline in the sale of dogs. 

The Kennel Ciub Show, held on the 17th 
March, was one of the most. successful ever 
held by the governing body, and as a result 
of the Committee's work in connection with it 
the prestige of Irish dogs was considerably 
enhanced. The field trials in 1933 amounted 
to 21, as compared with 29 in 1952. In 1929 
the number was 37. 

In the past few 
Ing provincial shows of importance ceased 
to function:—Carlow, Kilken:y, Mallow, 
Clonmel, Nenagh, Bray, Kilmallock, Midleton, 
Waterford, Tralee, Newcastle 
West. This was a serious loss, and did not 
ensure an equitable distribution of shows. 
Nevertheless, the number of dogs exhibited 
did not seem to have declined appreciably. 
Registrations, however, had shown a steady 
decline since 1929; for 1,650 dogs were 
registered, as compared with 1,432 in 1932 
and 1,295 last year—a decline of 355 between 
the lowest and highest figures mentioned.

E concert from the Queen’s Hall, 

London, to-night, to be relayed from 
Daventry and from Belfast, will be notable 
for the appearance of the pianist Serge 
Prokofiev as soloist and composer. It wil! 
also be the only Queen’s Hall concert this 
season to be conducted by Bruno Walter. 
The opening work will be Mozart's Sym- 
phony in G minor, one of the three great 
symphonies written in 1788, three years 
before the composer’s death, the other two 
being the E flat and the “ Jupiter.’’ It is 
regarded by commentators as poignantly 
expressing the. emotional and spiritual 
experiences of Mozart’s life. 

The new concerto, which Prokofiev (one 
of the most popular of the composers, who 
has exhibited strong originality) has 
written for himself, is in five short move- 
ments, an unusual form which makes for 
terseness as ‘well as variety. As in his 
other concertos, the composer makes the 
utmost of the possibilities of the solo 


‘instrument, but has constant regard for 


the part it has to play in combination 
with the orchestra. For a quarter of an 
hour before the concert Mr. E. Blom will 
cive an introductory talk on the music to 
be performed. The concert will also be 
relayed from Eiffel Tower. 

Bruno Walter made his first appearance 
in London in 1909 as guest conductor at a 
Roval Philharmonic concert. From Ger- 
many, which Jed the way in the adaptation 
of operas for the microphone, he has 
brought a radio version of “ The Magic 
Flute.” which may be heard Lefore long 
from a British station. 

Belfast, following an interesting half- 
hour’s gramaphone recital of light French 
operatic music, will at 3.30 relay from the 
Municipal Museum and Art Gallery a 
concert by the Wireless Symphony Orches- 
tra. The programme will include selections 
from Mendelssohn, Tchaikovsky and 
Rimsky-Korsakov, and the soloists will be 
Elsie Bloom (soprano) and Harry Dyson 
(flute). At 9.20 there will be a programme 
of Plantation Songs and other music by 
Stuart Robertson, chorus and orchestra.

A man accused 
a{ petty larceny would be deprived of his 
tvial by jury, and a maximum sentence 
of five years’ penal servitude in the 
Criminal Court would suddenly become a 
capital sentence—a very drastic change. 
The ‘Tribunal could not start off by 
summoning a man to appear and subse- 
quently obtaining the certificate.

Mr. Overend then argued on the sup-

one must express im ordinary language 
with accuracy what in the old days would 
have been expressed in highly technical 
language, in which the omission of a 
single comma was held to be bad. 


INCITEMENT CHARGE. 


The fifth count of the indictment, said 
Mr. Overend, ought to go altogether, as 
General O'Duffy could not be charged with 
attempting to incite. Incitement and attempt- 
ing to imeite were really the same thing, 
although in this case the attempt charge was 
the principal one, 

Mr. Justice Hanna said that he could con- 
ceive a case where an attempt to incite would 
not be an actual incitement. He 
the case of a person writing a letter to a 
newspaper inciting murder, and of the letter 


being stopped by the editor. That, he said, 
would be an attempt to incite, but not an 
| incitement. 

Mr. Overend said that his contention in 
that would be that it was incitement 
once the letter passed out of the writer’s 
hand. He asked the Court to disallow the

cause shown by the Attorney-General on the 
motion to make absolute the conditional order, 
to grant prohibition, and with costs. 

Mr, Justice O'Byrne asked, on the ques- 
tion raised of the intention of the Tribunal 
to go on in the afsence of the accused 
person, if this was not a matter of procedure. 

Mr. Overend replied that to a certain ex- 
tent it was. There was no provision within 
the Act to enable the Tribunal to disregard 
what was an essential principle of common 
law, and that was what the proposal to pro- 
ceed in the absence of the accused person 
amounted to. 

Mr. Justice Hanna said that if three men 
unskilled and inexperienced in evidence, 
whether military officers or national school 
teachers, were appointed, how could those men 
decide whether evidence was admissible or 
not, when they did not know the principles 
to be applied? 

Mr. Overend—That is one of the essential 


reasons why they are subject, from first to 
last, to the control and guidance of a body 
who, if they depart to such an extent from 
the essential principles of justice, will have 
no hesitation in saying that they have ex- 
ceeded their jurisdiction, and the entire pro- 
ceedings are void. ; 

Mr. Justice Hanna remarked that it was 
impossible for those three officers to adminis- 
ter the law of evidence, because thev did not 
know it. How could they expect three mili- 
tary officers o do so any more than he under- 
stood anything about military tactics? 

Mr Justice O’Byrne—Is it a complete de- 
parture from the elementary principles of 
justice to serve a summons on a person in- 
forming him=that he is being charged with a 
certain offence; that this offence will be tried 
by the Tribunal on a certain date; and, if 
he does not attend, that the tribunal: will pro- 
ceed with the trial in his absence? He is 
put on notice; he is told what charges will 
be tried; he is given an opportunity of at- 
tending if he so wills, and he not so willing, 
the Tribunal proceeds in his absence. 

Mr. Overend—My answer is vou are dealing 
with an offence which may end in the canital 
sentence and it is an essential principle of 
criminal jur.sdiction that the accused person 
must be present. 

When the tremendous powers were given 
of detaining a man indefinitely pending his 
trial, and taking him from the custody of the 
civil authorities into the custody of the Mili- 
tary Tribunal surely, said Mr. Overend, that 
was good reason that the Tribunal should be 
subiect to the superintendence and guidance 
ot the Superior Courts of the country. 


CASE FOR THE STATE. 


Onening the renly for the State, Mr. Lynch 
said that he understood from the arguments 
of his friends on the other side that prohibi- 
tion lay on the ground that the Tribunal was 
an inferior court.

presided to deliver the jail in the way they 
recognised as being the established practice 
for such a long period. Instead of allowing 
an accused person to be tried by the ordinary 
courts, the Military Tribunal could step in 
and say that they wanted him transferred 
from the jurisdiction of the Central Criminal 
Court to them for trial. 

Mr. Justice Hanna—It i not the Military 
Tribunal who says that, but a Garda not 
below the rank of inspector. 

Mr. Lyneh—-That makes my case all the 
stronger. The effect of the transfer is that 
he is taken from the judge and transferred 
to three laymen, 

Mr. Justice Hanna—To get rid of the jury. 

Mr. Lyneh—Whatever the object was, since 
October 17, 1931, that was part of our Con- 
stitution. 


NEVER DID BEFORE. 


Regarding the suggestion of the Tribunal 
being an inferior Court, Mr. Lynch sub- 
mitted that when the framers of the bill and 
the legislators who passed it into law did 
this they did something which, he contended, 
placed it on a plane above that of any of 
the cases that had been referred to dealing 
with inferior or subordinate tribunals. 
When this Statute was passed the legislators 
were: doing something that they never did 
before in connection with the practice of a 
particular court. They said: ‘We will 
put this as part of the Constitution and 
make the Constitution subject to it.” At 
present, when they were living under a 
written Constitution which had been so 
ametided as to have inserted into it this 
Act of Parliament, which was made a clause 
of the Constitution, a great deal of the weight 
of what Mr. Overend said was, perhaps, not 
applicable. 

Mr. Justice Hanna asked if, supposing a 
newspaper was brought under the jurisdic- 
of the Tribunal, it would have the 
power, in addition to fining the editor, to 
order the destruction of the machinery. 

Mr. Lynch replied in the affirmative, and, 
as illustrating the powers of the Tribunal 
and in support of his contention that it was 
not an why fit court, said that the Act gave 
the Tribunal power to hear seditious libel 
prosecutions, and it was made unnecessary 
to come to the High Court .for permission 
to initiate such proceedings. The Act mak- 
ing it necessary to get permission of a judge 
was suspended as far as they were concerned, 
which showed that the legislature intended 
that the Tribunal should not be treated on 
the plane of a court of limited jurisdiction, 
or as an inferior court. The procedure for 
seditious libel could not be done in any other 
except before the Military 
Tribunal, 


OMNIPOTENT. 


Mr. Justice Hanna said that, no doubt, 
the Tribunal had powers far in excess of the 
powers of any High Court judge, but what 
was. being argued against the Attorney- 
General was that within a limited jurisdic- 
tion it was omnipotent, and that the Tri- 
banal’s jurisdiction was limited to certain 
offences. 

Mr. Lynch said that he appreciated that, 
but when the legislature made the jurisdic- 
tion unlimited as regard particular offences 
and such other offences as should 
be —_— certified by the Minister, it 
was a court, not of limited jurisdiction. 
within its particular limits, and it was in 
the same position as a judge with limited 
jurisdiction’ who could not be limited in his 
own Court. 

It had been argued, said Mr. Lynch, that 
the section in the Statute was the same as 
in the Land Act of 1881, and stress was laid 
upon the fact, because in several cases cited 
the suggestion was made that the Land 
Commission went outside their jurisdiction, 
and their findings were queried sal ultimately 
quashed or the hearing prohibited. But 
there was no section dealing with the Land 
or other Acts which was on the same level 
as the section with which he was dealing— 
namely, the ‘provision that when the Tribunal 
made an order it should be deemed to be 
made or done with competent jurisdiction. 
When the Tribunal made an order command- 
ing General O’ Duffy to attend at a particular 
time the suggestion was that the whole 
thing was wrong.

RIFLE GIVEN TO 
GUARDS. 


ORDERS FROM “THE 
CAPTAIN.” 
P cor,» BUCKLEY, of Drumcarra, Co. 


Cork, was yesterday sentenced to six 

months’ imprisonment by the Military 
Tribunal, sitting at Collins Barracks, Dublin, 
for possession of firearms without holding 
a certificate. On a furt:.er charge of posses- 
sion of firearms, with intent to endanger 
life, he was found not guilty. 

Mr. P. J. McEniry (instructed by Mr, J. 
8. .O'Connor) appeared for the Attorney- 
General; Mr. Michael Noyk, solicitor, ap- 
peared for the prisoner; and Mr. (Gearoid 
(Sullivan (instructed by Mr. P. F, O'Reilly) 
held a watching brief on behalf of three of 
the witnesses . 

The accused man pleaded not guilty to 
both charges. 

Mr. Mcfniry. in outlining the evidence to 
he called, said that while a meeting was in 
progress near Macroom three or four shots 
were heard from the direction of Drumcarra 
Rridge, and witnesses would tell the Court 
that they passed the accused man, who was 
accompanied by a man named Patrics 
Riordan, with a Lee-Enfield rifle under his 
coat. That was a rifle of recent make. The 
witnesses, Lucey and Murphy, concealed them- 
selves in a laneway leading to the accused 
man’s house, and took the rifle from him 
after a struggle. Lucey concealed the rifle in 
a fence on his father’s farm. A few days 
later he handed it to Denis O’Brien and 
Surgeon O'Connor, who had previously ar- 
ranged to give it to the Guards. 

Mr. O Sullivan explained that he appeared 
for three witnesses, as the possibility might 
arise of their being charged with unlawful 
possession of this rifle without holding a 
certificate. 

Mr. McEnirv—There is no doubt that one 
of the witnesses retained the rifle from Ist 
fo 6th ‘December without a certificate. 
Whether proceedings will be taken against 
him for illegal possession of the firearm is a 
matter for the Attorney-General. 


CIVILIAN TAKES RIFLE. 


John Lucey, Drumearra, said that on De- 
eember Ist, accompanied by Henry Murphy, 
he went t; a meeting at Toames. As thev 
were leaving about 9.30 p.m. he heard two 
ov three shota in the direction oí Drumcarra, 
and when standing at his own gate talking 
te Murphy he heard another shot. Shortly 
afterwards two men, Patrick Buckley and 
Patrick Riordan, passed in the direction of 
Drumearra, and witness saw what he 
thought was the butt of a gun under Buck- 
ley’s coat. They decided to follow the two 
men, and, crossing the fields, got to the 
lane leading to Buckley’s house. They jumped 
out aud Buckley ran. They followed him 
and took the rifle from him. Witness kept 
the rifle in a fence on his father’s land 
aptil the following Wednesday night. 

Mr. Noyk—When Buckley asked your 
names, did you say you were National 
Guards ’-—Na 

Mr. O’Sullivan—Certain questions are being 
put to the witness asking him if he com- 
mitted an offence, and I want the Court to 
warn him that he need not answer. 

President—I think at the date in question 
this organisation was not declared iHegal. 

Mr. McEniry—lt was not declared illegal 
until December 8. 

Mr. Noyk-—Why did you hide the rifle in 
the fence’—I1 wanted to see the captain about 
it. 
What captain?—The Captain o1 the League 
nf Youth. , 

So the League of Youth are the guardians 
of the peace, and not the Civic Guards? 

If the. captain had told you to keep the 
rifle you would have kept it?—I would not. 

Why did you ask the captain, then’?—1 
wanted to hand it over to him. 

Did you take the rifle for your own or- 
ganisation or for the protection of the law — 
I thought we wer. it danger. 

What danger were you in when you tackled 
Buckley for the rifle?—Il was afraid when 1 
heard the shots, and 1 thought | might be 
in danger some other night. 


Denis O’Brien, victualler, Macroom, gave 


‘evidence that on the night of 6th December 


Lucey took him to a place which witness 
believed was near Lucey s place. Lucey took 
a rifle out of a furze bush at the side of the 
road and handed it to witness. Witness sub- 
sequently gave the rifle to Dr. O'Connor. 

Surgeon Edward Francis O'Connor, 
Macroom, stated that he went to the local 
Catholic curate, and both went to the parents 
of Lucey and Murphy to acquaint them of the 
matter of the capture of the rifle, and the 
action that was to be taken. Lucey 
and O’Brien gave witness a rifle, 
which he took to Macroom, 


DEFENDANT’S STORY. 


Witness telephoned to Detective Sergeant 
Tormey and handed the rifle to him when he 
arrived, 

Detective-Sergeant David Tormey, Macroom. 
swore that he was handed a Lee-Enfield rifle 
about midnight on 6th December by Dr 
O’Connor, Subsequently he took a statement 
from Buckley, who said that on the night of 
lst December, when he was about three 
quarters of a mile from Drumcarra Bridge, 
he heard two shots fired; and saw a man 
carry something from where the shots were 
fired to a brake. After about a quarter of an 
hour he went to the place, found a rifle and 
took it away. He later started for home with 
Riordan. It would not have been poss.hle 
for Lucey and Murphy to see the rifle, as he 
had it concealed under his clothing. When 
he was going towards his own place two men 
jumped from behind a tree, knocked him 
down, took the rifle and walked away. He 
followed them and asked their names, and 
they answered that they were National 
Guards. | 

Proceeding. witness stated that the rifle 
was in good condition and capable of being 
fired. It showed signs of recent use, but 
there was no odour. of powder off it. 

Sergeant Moynihan, Macroom, swore that 
on 6th January he searched the residence of 
the accused man, and found a slip of paper 
which stated that a meeting would be he!d 
at Toames Bridge to form a branch of the 
I.R.A, } 

Superintendent James Dowd swore he inter- 
rogated Buckley, who told him about find. 
ing the rifle in the bushes. He also told w.t- 
ness that he picked up the bit of paper, re 
ferring to the I R.A., on the road. 

In reply to Mr. Noyk, witness said that 
there was nothing against the accused, with 
the exception of this case, 


A FIANNA FAIL MEMBER. 


The accused man, in evidence, said his age 
was 27 years, He had never in his life been 
in possession of firearms until he took the 
rifle from the bush. The reason he did not 
tell the Guards about the rifle being taken 
trom him was that he did not want to be 
swearing against anyone. He never fired a 
shot from a rifle in his life. He was not a 
member of any political organisation except 
the Fianna Fail club. 

To Mr. McEniry the accused man said he 
found the document discovered in his posses- 
sion on the road. 

Why did you keep it in your possession 
for a month ?—Í never thought about it. 

The man who put the rifle in the bush, 
continued Buckley, was a man about his own 
height. He was too far away for witness to 
recognise him, He did not know if the tele- 
phone wires were cut in the Macroom area 
that night. 


You tell the Tribunal you were the victim. 


of circumstances in finding both the rifle and 
the document !— Yes. 

Mr. Noyk, having handed in evidence of 
character, said he did not think there was 
any evidence on the charge of endangering 
life. There had been plenty of firing in the 
Macroom area that night, and 1t was impos- 
sible to prove that the accused man did any 
of it. He supposed, ina sense, that his client 
was technically in possession of the rifle. They 
had the amazing fact that the mar who dis- 
armed Buckley hid the rifle himself, and did 
not hand it over until he had interviewed a 
man whom he called “his captain.” 

Mr. McEniry submitted that the Attorney- 
General had discharged the onus of the proof, 
certainly in the first charge, and, he would 
say on the evidence, in the second charge. 
The explanation of the accused man was most 
unsatisfactory, and was not worthy of cre- 
den. It were too much to ask the Court 
to believe that he found the document and 
found the rifle, and was, therefore, a victim 
of circumstances. 

The prisoner was found guilty on the first 
charge, and not guilty on the second. He 
was sentenced to six months’ imprisonment 


into his own recognisance in £10 to keep the 
peace for two years.

road, Belfast, to-day into the circum- 
stances surrounding the admission and treat- 
ment of two boys named James Johnston and 
Samuel Irvine to the hospital and the 
arrangements made for their treatment by 
the hospital stail. There was considerable 
public interest in the inquiry, and the Board- 
room was filled by members of the Hospital 
Committee and the general public. The in- 
quiry was conducted by Mr. D. L, Clarke, 
of the Northern Ministry of Home Affairs. 

Lily Irvine, sister of the dead boy, said 
that when she and her brother arrived at 
8.40 p.m. the gates were closed. The man 
said that he could not get the gate open and 
witness would have to carry, her brother in 
herself. ‘They went into a hall, which’ was 
not lighted, and the ambulance man said, 
“Don't you put the lights on here?” “The 
nurse then switched on the lights. After 
sitting for five minutes in the hall, another 
nurse told her to come into a toom, Witness, 
who was carrying her brother, and the 
ambulance man went into the room. 

A doctor then cams into the room and 
looked at her brother’s back. After the 
doctor had examined the child, he said to 
witness, ‘‘I am sorry, we have no bed.”’ The 
doctor, said witness, then went away and 
came back ten minutes later and asked wit- 
ness if she would let her brother go to the 
Ava Hospital.

The Oxford Accent. 

The ‘‘ Oxford accent ” is a mysterious 
thing. 
can anybody define it? When we 
said that it maltreats the letter “r, 
that its drawl invests the speaker with 
an irritating air of condescension, much of 
its secret still evades us. Even Mr. G. 
Bernard Shaw admits himself baffled,

characteristic fling. He cannot define the 
Oxford accent, he says, because the 
English alphabet is some dozen letters 
short of our crudest requirements and 
because English spelling is ridiculous. 
Another mystery of the Oxford accent is 
its origin. It seems to be a growth of 
quite recent times. Chaucer’s clerk mani- 
festly had no knowledge of it. English 
literature and the schools were full of 
affectations and extravagances—KEuphuism 
and the rest—during the sixteenth and 
seventeenth centuries; but contemporary 
satirists associate no special accent with 
Oxford University.. In the first half of 
the nineteenth century Calverley must 
have joked about the Oxford accent, if it 
had existed; and Thackeray, if not 
Dickens, must have made some reference 
to it. It was unknown, therefore—certainly 
unclassified—some sixty years ago; yet 
to-day it is an acknowledged dialect of 
Southern English, spoken generally at 
Oxford, and affected laboriously by many 
who have never been at Oxford. When we 
remember that the Cockney accent of Sam 
Weller’s day—‘‘ Vich is your partickler 
wanity? ’’—has vanished from London, we 
must agree that accents, like the wind, 
blow where they list. Why, for instance, 
should the visitation of a special accent 
have descended upon Oxford, and not upon 
Cambridge or Trinity College, Dublin? 
Perhaps, the Oxford accent is already on 
the wane. The British Broadcasting Com- 
pany, that great leveller of English speech, 
has abjured it; and Mr. Shaw says that it 
is avoided now by “ some of the ablest 
authentic Oxonians.’

A Death Ray. 


A young ‘electrician has discovered 
a new force which may be capable 
of almost unlimited possibilities for 
evil. Mr. CC. R.  Chadfield, who 
is a lecturer in the Leicester College of 
Technology, has been making experiments 
with a so-called ‘‘ death ray.’’ He started 
from the theory that the nervous impulses 
of all living creatures are of electrical 
origin, and that they can be destroyed by 
a ray of very high frequency. Even as a 
wine-glass can be shattered by a specific 
note from a tuning fork, Mr. Chadfield 
takes the view that every living thing has 
a definite wave-length, and that the killing 
of its nervous impulses by a high-frequency 
ray is only a matter of tuning. He has 
made many experiments with flies and mice, 
which he has been able to kill with com- 
parative ease. Now he has obtained 
permission from the Post Office authorities 
to instal a five kilowatt apparatus, five 
hundred times more powerful than the 
apparatus by means of which he destroyed 
the flies and mice ; but they have insisted 
that all his future experiments must be 
conducted in a copper-sheeted room. Mr. 
Chadfield declares that it is too soon yet 
to discuss the killing of human beings by 
means of a more powerful ray, but the 
invention has dreadful potentialities. In 
some future war it may be possible to wipe 
out a whole army with no ore trouble 
than the average “ wireless ” enthusiast 
experiences nowadays when he wishes to 
“ tune in’’ to some distant station.

HE French Government is prepared to 
answer the British threat of reprisals

Note handed to the French Foreign Office 
last Friday, which requested the cessation 


'of all discrimination and the restoration 


of 100 per cent. British quotas. 

“TH the current negotiations fail and the 
British Government is led to carry out 
reprisals, as Mr. Runciman announced, 
the French Government will certainly face 
with resolution the situation thus created’’ 
(Reuter was informed to-day). 

“ The possibility of a trade war between 
France and Great Britain cannot be over- 
leoked,’’ a British authority said. 

The British point of view that different 
quota allowances cannot be made to 
different countries without the infringe- 
ment of the most-favoured-nation clause is 
not. accepted by the French Government. 
The most-favoured-nation clause applies to 
tariffs:changed by convention, and there is 
no mention of quotas in the Franco-British 
convention, it was stated. French Govern- 
ment circles point out that the new quota 
policy is applied equally to all nations.

IOTING, in which at least two men 
have been killed and several 
wounded, broke out here to-day, following 
the death of a man in a hotel bar and the 
arrest of a foreign barman on a charge of 
manslaughter. A mob of a thousand 
people began to attack foreign establish- 
ments and hotels, and three hotels, thir- 
teen shops and two boarding-houses were 
burned down. Furniture, carpets and 
other goods were piled in the street, satu- 
rated with whiskey and set alight. During 
the looting and firing of one of the hotels 
a man was killed. 

The police and the fire brigade were 
powerless against the rioters, who com- 
mandeered -trams and motor cars and pro- 
ceeded to Boulder City, where they con- 
tinued their attack on foreign propeity. 
Police were rushed from Perth, 340 miles 
away, and for a while calm was restored. 

Altthe mines were closed. 

A number of foreigners, who were 
chased into the bush by a mob, afterwards 
returned home and were not further 
molested. 


SERIOUS SITUATION, 


This evening, however, trouble of an 
even more serious nature than had 
hitherto been experienced broke out and 
the situation took a serious turn. The 
foreigners took a firm stand and protected 
Lease Boulder against invasion with rifles 
and daggers. Up to 11 p.m. three rioters 
had been wounded by rifle shots, and one 
man who was lying injured across the rail- 
way track could not be rescued as the line 
was covered by the foreigners, who did not 
hesitate to shoot.

Omnibuses operating inside the Irish Free 
State covered 30,194,059 miles, and carried 
85,342,000 passengers during the year 1933. 
The corrresponding figures for 1932 were 
50,092,000 and 72,587,000. ‘lhe gross receipts 
from passenger fares during 1933 were 
£1,084,476, which represents an increase of 
about £54,000 upon the 1932 total. Cross- 
border services yielded £94,461, or £10,000 
more than in 1932. 

Last December omnibuses were operating 
services on 4,999 miles of Irish Free State 
Jeg or on 79 more miles than in December, 


The totals for the month of December,

It has 
not been used to create an artificial value 
for sterling for the purpose of returning 
to the gold standard, or for any other 
purpose, and as there is a good deal ol 
misunderstanding on this matter I should 
add that it would be ineffective if so used. 

Mr. Craven-Ellis—In view of the 
Equalisation Fund which has been created 
in Agerica, is there any likelihood of 
competition between our Equalisation 
Fund and the American fund ? 

Mr. Chamberlain replied that he 
thought they had better wait and see what 
the operation of te fund in America was 
likely to be.

PERIL OF ANTARCTIC 
EXPLORERS.

BAY OF WHALES, Tuesday. 


Forty-four members of Admiral Byrd’s 
expedition to the Antarctic are engaged 
in a desperate race against time, striving, 
in peril of their lives, to save the food 
which are threatened by the 


collapsing ice. A wide crevasse opened 


to-day between the unloading depot and 


their camp, a mile and a half away. 
Meanwhile, the dissolution of ice covering 
the bay on which the camp is situated is 
rapidly increasing. 

Note—While Admiral Byrd’s flagship,

HISTORIC MEASURE 
BECOMES LAW.

WASHINGTON, Tuesday. 

President Roosevelt this afternoon 
signed the Monetary Bill providing for 
the devaluation of the dollar to between 
50 and 60 cents and the creation of a 
£400,000,000 ‘‘stabilisation’’ fund out of 
the profits obtained by taking over the 
country’s gold stocks. The measure,

which thus becomes law only fifteen days | 


after the President had asked Congress for 
the vast powers it confers, provides further 
that the coinage of gold shall cease, and 
authorises an increase in the Treasury 
note issue from 7,500,000,000 dollars 
(£1,500,000,000) to 10,000,000,000 dollars 
(£2,000,000,000). | 

It had been intimated earlier that he 
would, after signing the bill, immediately 
confer with the Secretary of the Treasury, 
Federal Reserve authorities and two 
members of his ‘‘brains trust” with 
regard to taking over the nation’s gold 
supply. When the gold transfer to the 
Treasury has been completed the Presi- 
dent will issue a proclamation fixing 
definitely the new value of the dollar in 
terms of gold 

The President subsequently issued 
executive orders governing the taking over

OBITUARY. 
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BISHOP TALBOT. 

Bishop Edward Stuart Talbot, formerly 
Bishop of Winchester, died at his home in 
Lexham Gardens, London, Jast night. He 
had been seriously ill since last Friday. The 
funeral will be at Winchester Cathedral on 
Saturday He would have been 90 on Feb- 
ruary 19, but he was a man who refused to 
grow ole The day before he was taken ill 
he had attended the circus at Olympia, and 
on his return home said how much he enjoyed 
the performance. A day or two earlier he 
Was preseat at the Memorial Service to 
Viscount Halifax, whose work he greatly 
admired. 

ea Talbot had the rare distinction of 
having held three Bishoprics. He had been 
Bishop of Rochester, of Southwark and of 
Winchester, and for the last eleven vears or 
so had been known as the “ grand old man” 
of the Church of England. ‘Senior ex-Vicar 
of Leeds, he was the last survivor of the 
brilliant band of Oxford theologians who 
combined to write Lux Mundi. He was the 
first Warden of Keble College, Oxford, 
founded sixty-four years ago. Dr. Talbot was 
born on February 19th, 1844, the second son 
of the Hon. John Chetwynd Talbot, Q.C., 
his mother hav:.g been a daughter of the 
first. Lord Wharncliffe. He was educated at 
Charterhouse and Christ Church, Oxford, and 
was ordained by Dr. Wilberforce when Bishop 
of Oxford. 

Dr. Talbot lived to see his own son become 
a bishop. His youngest son, Gilbert Ta!bot, 
was killed in the War, in the first German 
attack with liquid fire. ‘The Toc H. move- 
ment is his memorial. 


SIR GERALD HOHLER, K.C. 
Sir Gerald Fitzroy Hohler, K.C,, died yes- 
terday at his home in Sloane avenue, London, 
S.W., aged 71. 
' Sir Gerald was called to the Bar of the 
Inner Temple in 1888 and was made a K.C. 
in 1906. e became a Bencher in 1916 and 
was knighted in 1924. He represented Chat- 
ham as a Conservative M.P, from 1310 to 
1918 and the Gillingham Division of Roches- 
ter from 1918 to 1929. 
Sir Gerald was unmarried.

WESTMINSTER, Tuesday. 
Rothe Une the debate in Committee on 


the Unemployment Insurance Bill, Sir 

Henry Betterton (Minister of Labour) 
moved un amendment to Clause 6, which 
deals with the conditions that debarred a 
claimant from obtaining benefit. He proposed 
to add words which would make it al that 
a man might secure benefit unless it was 
proved by an officer of the Ministry of Labour 
that he had neglected to avail himself of an 
opportunity of suitable employment. 

Mr. Arthur Greenwood (Labour) said that 
this was an eleventh-hour repentance on the 
part of the Government, but the Minister had 
now gone a considerable way towards meet- 
ing the case which the Labour Party had put 
up in the House, But what kind of oppor- 
tunity was meant ? 

Mr. A. Bevan (Labour) said that presum- 
ably every applicant must know what suitable 
jobs were going. 

A Unionist Member—If he does not know 
of them, it cannot be an opportunity. 

Mr, A. C. Curry (Liberati National) said 
that it was regrettable that the Minister 
had delayed so long in bringing forward this 
amendment. If the purpose of the amend- 
ment was to shift the onus of proof from 
the applicant to the officials of the Ministry 
he would regard it as a great step forward, 
but he and his friends would like to con- 
sider it before committing themselves. 

Major Hills (Conservative) also suggested 
that the proposals should be deferred until 
the report stage. 

Sir Henry Betterton said that he realised 
the difficulty of fully appreciating, at short 
notice, the precise signitcance of his amend- 
ment, and he accordingly suggested that the 
matter should be more fully considered be- 
tween now and the report stage, with a 
view to finding’ a suitable form of words. 
In the meantime he would ask the House 
to agree to the amendment. 

After further discussion 
was carried by 261 votes to 75.

| of Referees, or umpire, to disallow benefit 


in certain cases for a period of six weeks,

Sir Henry Betterton pointed out that the 
proposal in the bill was made in pursuance 
of a direct recommendation of the Royal 
Commission set up by the late Labour Govern- 
Under the bill, however, the insurance 
scheme would cover people who had a good 
record of employment, and he did not himself 
believe that there were among that class of 
persons many who persistently refused suit- 
able employment. This was a weighty con- 
sideration, and he was prepared to accept the 
amendment. (Labour cheers.) 

The amendment was agreed to without a 
division, the clause as amended was added to 
the bill, and the other clauses up to ten were 
approved. 

The debate was adjourned.
